GRAIN 


By instructions of the Mon, 
Minister of Agriculture a distri- 
bution of superiorsorts of grain 
and potatoes will be made dur- 
ing the coming winter and spr- 
ing to Canadian farmers, The 
samples for general distribution 
will consist of spring wheat 


hata Sa 


(5 lbs), white oats (41bs.), barley 
(5 lbs), and field peas (5 lbs.). 
These willbe sent out from 
Ottawa, A distribution of pota- 
toes (in 3 lbs samples) will be 
carried on from several of the 
experimental farms, the Central 
Farm at Ottawa supplying only 
the provinces of Ontario and 
Quebec. All samples will be 
free, by mail. 

Applicants must give par- 
tieulars, regard to the soil on 
their farms, and some account 
of their experience with such 
kinds of grain (or potatoes) as 
they grow, so that a promising 
sort for theirfcondition may be 
selected. 

Each application must be sep- 
arate and must be signed by 
the applicant, Onlyonesample 
of grain and one of potatoes 
can be sent to each farm. Ap- 
plications on any kind of printed 
form cannot be accepted, If 
two or more samples are asked 
for in the same letter only one 
will be sent. 

As the supply of seed is limi- 
ted, farmers are advised to ap- 
ply early ; but the application 
will not necessarily be filed: in 
exact order in which they are 
received. Applications received 
after the end of January will 
probably be too late. 

All applications for grain 
(and applications from the 
provinces of Ontario and Que- 
bee for potatoes) should be ad- 
dressed to the Dominion Cerea- 
list, Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa. Such applica- 
tions require no postage. If

GOVERNMENT UNDER 
NEW ACT 


’ Two hundred and twenty 
seven local improvement dis- 
triets, comprising the settled 
areas of Alberta, wound up 
their affairs on Nov. 15, when 
the Rural Municipalities Act, 
passed by the last legislature, 
became operative. The change 
involves a complete revision of 
the map of Alberta in the 
government of the farming 
communities. 

Fifty-six rural municipalities 
have beenorganized in Alberta 
under the Rural Municipalities 
Act. In addition there will be 
110 districts with the limited 


ed, and in every case the result 
has been far better than antici- 
pated. 

In one case, the sample of 
clay proved of such a high 
grade, that the party interested 
is now making arrangements 
for brick-making machinery 
and other necessary adjuncts.

Children Sold Into Slavery 


Did you know that the selling of 
children into actual slavery still exists 
as a recognized institution In a civil- 
ized community? 


The slavery referred to is a practice 
at Friedrichshafen, on the Lake of 
Constancs. where there is an annual 
faarket for children. They are sold 
outright ty their parents to peasant 
farmers from Wurtemberg, Baden, and 
Bavaria, for a season’s work on the 
farms. Here are seen boys and 
girls from eleven years of age to six- 
\een—children, for the most part, of 
‘tyrolese woodsmen who are driven 
by sheer destitution to send their off- 
spring to work fo> the farmers and re- 
ceive the money 

The children are gathered together 
under the care of a priest and taken 
to the market, where they are put up 
| at auction and inspected by prospect- 
ive purchasers like so many cattle. 
This year 125 -boys and twenty girls 
were sold. Owing to the demand 
the market was strong; a sturdy: lad 
of sixteen, able’ to swing the scythe 
all day, brought as much as $70. Some 
of the older girls netted their parents 
$60, while some of the tinier went for 
$15, 

The sale is tragedy with a high flav- 
or of the dramatic, for it is well 
known by the parents that many of 
the children will not come back in the 
winter, when they are supposed to 
return home They will have suc- 
cumbed to overwork and underfeeding 
and abusive treatment and home sick- 
ness. Every year many die off, The

In > University Museum 
var is @ collection of plants 
led in + It is @ wonderful c 
in size and in the beauty 
and accuracy of the work. It in- 
cludes flowering plants, from the sim- 
Dlest to the most elaborate and com- 
plex, being done in the natural col- 
or of the particular flower modelled, 
with buds, leaves and stems, 

is known as the Ware collect- 
fon. The planté were modelled by 
Leopold Blasehka, founder of the art 
of modelling specimens in glass, He 
was born May 27th, 1822, in Aicha, a 
town in Northern Bohemia. His 
father was a mechanician tn electric- 
al apparatus and an artificer in glass. 
Leopold began work as a goldsmith, 
devoting himself to cutting and set- 
ting precious stones, but later chang- 
ed to metal and glass work. 

In 1843 he made a voyage to the 
United States in a sailing vessel, mak- 
ing drawings of marine Invertebrates 
which he collected and from which he 
constructed in 1858 the first glass 
models for the Natural History Mus- 
eum of Dresden These attracted 
Wide notice, and wete the beginnings 
of a business that was. limited only 
because he employéd no assistant but 
his son. 

Rudolph, the son, born in 1857, was 
educated to be a naturalist, and read- 
ily entered into his- work wih his 
father ‘They studied and made mod 
els of marine form in glass, which 
have been sought by collectors and 
are treasured in museums, 

In 1854 Leopold made~ models of 
plants in flower. In°1862 he had 
completed a collection of about -sixty 
specimens of orchids modelled if 
glass. ican, 

In 1886 the Biaschkas were induced 
to resume the consruction of plants 
in flower They also constructed 
models for zoology. Since 1890 all 
their iime has been given to flowers. 
They used only fresh material so had 
to obtain it close at hand from the 
neighboring greenhouses and gardens, 
drawing from the Royal gardens of 
Saxony and Dresden, America was 
drawn upon, plants being sent to be 
cultivated in the garden of ‘the Blas- 
chka studio. 

In 1892 Rudolph Biaschka went to 
America to study the flora. He made 
a most thorough study of plants.as to 
color, also made microscopic draw- 
Ings of details and of species, and 
took back-specimens preserved in al- 
cohol and dried for study. He made 
collections from all parts of the coun- 
iry, even to the Pacific Coast... During 
a second journey fn 1895 he was call- 
ed home, by the death of hig father. 
The son is still living but so far has 
not disclosed the secret of of niaking 
tlass models from plants, and if he 
does not before his death the art will 
pass away.

The examination for these appoint- 
ments is, as a rule, held in the} 
month of August in those years in} 
which vacancies occur simultaneously | 
with the examination for the Civil 
Candidates must} 
be between the ages of twenty-two 
and twenty-four on the first day of} 
August in the year in which the ex-} 
‘amination is held. 

The selected candidates are expect-} 
ed to’ léd¥e England about a month 
aiter they:-have been finally selected! 
for appointment. 

Each. candidate receives salary at

Some time ago, School Inspec- 
tor Thibedeau addressed the 
Mirror Board of Trade, and dur- | 
ing his remarks stated that it 
would only be a question of| 
time when the Province of Al- 
berta would adopt the system, 
and even now the scheme could) 
be carried out wherever it would | 
prove advantageous to # com- 
munity, 

There is at present within a 
seven mile radius. of Mirror, 
two district schools, one of 
which is already closed and the 
other will be closed at Christ-| 
mas for three months. The} 
Lake Bend school, six miles | 
east of here, has been closed for 
some time. This school had an! 
attendance of from ten to four-! 
teen scholars. The George | 
school, situated six miles} 
north of here, with an attend-| 


ance of about the same number 
of scholars will be closed after 
Christmas,

to the educational 


lal Schools, 


it would be a very easy matter 
for the trustee boards to meet 
and make an effort to amalga- 
mate the two country schools 
with that of Mirror. Weare of
